Pattern Stitches 

K2, P2 Rib (multiple of 4 sts + 2) 
Row 1 (RS): K2, *p2. k2; rep from * 
across. 

Row 2: P2. *k2, p2; rep from * 
across. 

Rep Rows 1 and 2 for pat. 

Slip Stitch (multiple of 4 sts + 2) 
row 1 (RS): Kl, *sl next 2 sts purl- 
wise wyif, k2; rep from * to last st. 
end kl. 

Row 2 and all WS rows: Puri 
across. 

Row 3: *K2, si next 2 sts purlwise 
wyif, rep from * to last 2 sts. end k2. 
Row 5: K3, *sl next 2 sts purlwise 
wyif, k2; rep from * to last 3 sts, end 
si next 2 sts purlwise wyif. kl . 

Row 7: Kl, *sl next st purlwise wyif, 
k2, si next st purlwise wyif; rep from 
* to last st, endki. 

Row 8: Rep Row 2. 

Rep Rows 1-8 for pat. 



Gauge 

24 sts and 36 rows = 4 inches/1 Ocm 
in pat with larger needles. 

To save time, take time to 
check gauge. 



Back 

With smaller needles, cast on 106 
(114, 122, 130, 138) StS. Beg K2. P2 
Rib, and work even until back mea- 
sures approx 116 inches from beg, 
ending with a WS row. 

Beg Slip Stitch pat, and work even 
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until back measures approx 1316 
inches from beg. ending with a 
WS row. 

Shape armholes 

Bind off at beg of row (4 (5, 6, 7. 8) 
stsl twice. 12 (2, 3, 3. 4) sts) twice, 
then keeping i st at each edge in St 
st. dec 1 st at each side (every row] 

0 (2, 0. 0. 0) times, then [every other 
row] 11 (11. 13. 14, 14) times— 72 (74. 
78. 82, 86) sts rem 
Continue to work even until back 
measures approx 21 (21 V6, 22. 22 V6, 
2216) inches from beg, ending with a 
WS row. 

Shape shoulders 

Bind off at beg of row [4 (4, 5, 5. 6) 
stsl 6 times, then 13 (4, 3, 5, 4) sts] 
twice— 42 sts rem. 

Bind off rem sts. 

Front 

Work as for back until front measures 
approx 1916 (20, 2016, 21, 21) inches 
from beg, ending with a WS row. 

Shape neck 

Next row (RS): Work across first 27 
(28, 30, 32. 34) sts, join 2nd ball of
